“Thunder  Rock”  by  Robert 
Ordnev  is  an  unusual  play,  but 
its  unusualness  never  stands  in 
the  way  of  good  drama.  We  can 
enjoy  the  artistry  with  which  it 
is  produced  and  the  fine  acting 
which  is  represented  in  it. 

THE  PLAY  is  the  story  of 
Charleston,  a light-house  keeper 
in  Lake  Michigan.  In  his  hatred 
j for  life  he  escapes  into  an  imag- 
j inary  world  of  his  own  where 
! he  conjures  up  the  characters 
! (as  he  thinks  they  are)  of  an  em- 
1 igrant  ship  which  a hundred 
1 years  earlier  foundered  on  Thun- 
der Rock. 

It  is  through  these  characters 
that  he  is  finally  able  to  accept 
himself  and  his  world. 

The  scene  opens  on  the  inter- 
| ior  of  the  light  house.  The  scen- 
ery has  been  effectively  designed 
and  built  under  the  direction  of 
Wayne  Ayres  and  the  Stage 
Craft  Class.  The  starkness  of  the 
decor  accentuates  the  loneliness 
of  its  sole  inhabitant. 

Dr.  Harold  Hansen’s  direction 
is  excellent.  He  has  been  able 
to  imbue  each  actor  with  a sense 
of  the  life  and  character  of  the 
role  they  are  playing.

Brigham  Young  University 
may  be  starting  on  its  second 
Destiny  Fund  campaign  by  1975. 

But  right  now  ,the  sports  ex- 
pansion program  being  run  off  is 
one  of  the  newest  and  biggest 
projects  on  campus. 

Dean  Milton  F.  Hartvigsen  of 
the  Health  and  Physical  Educa- 
tion Dept,  recently  pointed  out 
the  barren  ground  surrounding 
the  Smith  Fieldhouse,  that  will 
soon  be  transformed  into  a 
sportsman’s  (and  ladies,  too^ 
“Utopia.” 

Expected  to  be  finished  by  fall 
quarter  or  in  the  very  near  fu- 
ture are  the  following  projects. 

1.  11  horse-shoe  pits. 

2.  Outdoor  gymnastics  arena. 

3.  Two  outdoor  basketball 
courts. 

4.  A small  golf  practice  and 
driving  range. 

5.  Nine  new  tennis  courts  (in- 
cluding a parking  lot  with 
facilities  for  27  cars.) 

6.  A small  football  field  to  be 
grassed  in  from  the  remain- 
ing grounds. 


This  answered  the  questions 
as  to  what  the  current  construc- 
tion below  the  99  steps  leading 
down  to  the  Fieldhouse  was  for. 

Construction  on  the  160-foot 
addition  to  the  Fieldhouse  has 
not  started  as  yet,  but  Dean 
Hartvigsen  did  emphasize  the 
fact  the  new  addition  would 
greatly  increase  the  instruction- 
al value  in  addition  to  aiding 
inter-collegiate  sports. 


Intramural  director,  Bill  Haf- 
en  will  also  have  to  increase  his 
staff  of  assistants  to  small-army 
proportions  in  order  to  accom- 
modate and. assist  the  increased 
influx  of  students  expected  to 
make  the  BYU  intramurals,  the 
biggest  program  of  its  kind  in 
the  inter-mountain  west.
